Republican party.  Vietor J. Berger,
the lone Socinlist member, was defeat-
ed, tlthough the Socialists throughout
the natlen showed sorprising galns,
practically deonbling their vote. Wom-
an suffrage ulso won four new states,
Michignn, Kansas, Oregon and Arizoun,
making ten states in nil where woten
will hereafier hinve the ballot.
